Likewiſe Mr. Harriſon's own Account, how he was Conveyed 
iato 7 urkey,and there made a Slave for above two years; and then - 
his Maſter vyhich Bought him there, Dying, hovv he made his E- 
ſcape, and vvhat hardſhip he endured, vvhe at lafl ( through the 
Providence of God) returned to England, while he was ſuppoſed to 
be Murder'd ; here having been his Man-Servant Arraigned '(who 
falſly Impeached his own Mother and Brother as Guilty of the 
Murder of his Maſter) they were all three Arraign'd, Convicted, 
and Executed on Broad-way:Hills in Gloceſter-ſhier.

Harriſon; between Eight and Nine of the Clock, that 
Evening) ſent her Servant Foby- Perry , to meet his- 
Maſter on the way from Charringworth : | But neither 
Mr.” Harriſoz, nor his Servant Fohn Perry, returning - 
that night; the/next morning early, Edward Harriſon, 
(William's Son) went: towards Charringworth to enquire 
after his\ Father, when on. the! way , meeting Perry + 
comeing thence ,: and. being informed by)him he was - 
not there, they; went together to- Ebringten,. a Village 
between Charrineworth and Campden, where-they were

which time, he 'was again Examin'd at Campaen by 
the aforeſaid Juſtice of Peace, but confefled nothing 
more than before 3 nor at that time, could 'any further 
diſcovery be made what was become of Mr. Harri- 
ſon : But it hath been ſaid, that during his reſtrainc 
az Campaden, he told ſome {who prelt him to Confeſs 
whar he knew concerning his Maſter) That a Tinker 
had Kill'd'bim; and to others, he faid, a Gentlemans 
Servane of the. Neighbour-hood had: Rob'd and Mur- 
deredihim ; and others again, he told, that he was Mar- 
der'd, and hid him in a Bean - rick 4n Campdey,

concerning it, affirmed that- it was .-his Mother and 
his Brother that had Murdered. his Maſter, - The - 
Juſtice of Peace then adviſed him £o conſider what 
he ſaid, telling him, that he feared he might be Guilty of 
his Maſters Death, and that he ſhould not draw-more 
Innocent blood upon his head; for what he now 
charged his Mother and Brother with, mighe coſt 
them their Lives y but he affirming he ſpoke nothing 
bur the Truth, and that if he were immediately eq 
Dye, he would juſtifie-it : The Juſtice defired him 
to declare how and when they did it. 

He then told-him; that his Mother and his Bro- 
ther-had.lain at him ever fince he came into his Ma- 
ſers Service, to help them to money ,- telling - him 
how poor they were, and that it was.in his power 
to-Relieve them., by giving them notice when his 
Maſter went to receive his Ladys Rents, for they 
would then Way-lay and Rob him; and further raid, 
that upon the Thwrſdsy morning his Maſter went to 
Charringworth, going of an Errant into the Town, he 
met his Brother in the Street, whom he then told 
whether his Maſter was going, and if he Way-laid 
him,-he might have his mony : And further ſaid, that 
in the Evening his Miſtreſs ſeat him to} meer his Ma-

Upon this Confeſſion and Accufation , the Juſtice

chard faid, that his Brother had Accuſed others as 
well as him, to have Murdered his Maſter; which 
the Judge biding him prove, he ſaid, that moſt of 
thoſe that had given Evidence againſt bim, knew it 3 
but namiag none, not any one ſpoke to it, and ſo the 
Jury found them all three Guilty. 


Some few days after, .being brought tothe place of 
their, Execution, which was on Broadway » Hill, in

Executed; After which, ARzchard being upon the

F " Obedience to your Commands, I give you 


this true Account of my being carried away 
beyond the Seas, my continuance there, and 
return home, On a 7hurſdaey in the After- 
noon, in the time of Harveſt , I went to Charring- 
worth to demand Rents, due to my Lady Camp- 
dex; at which time the Tennants were bufic inthe 
Fields,- and late ere they came home, which oc- 
- calioned my ſtay there-till the cloſe of the Even- 
ing. I expeced a confiderable Sum, bur received 
'only three and twenty pounds, and no more, In 
my return home (in the narrow paſſage, amongſt 
Ebrington-Furzes )there met me one Horſe-man,and 
ſaid, Ar? thou there: and I fearing that he would 
have rid over me, ſtruck his Horſe over the Noſe; 
whereupon he ſtruck at me with his Sword, ſeye» 
ral blows, and run it into my Side; while I (with 
my little Cane ) made my defence as well as I 
could z at laſt another came behind me, run me 
into the Thigh, laid hold'on the coller of my 
Dubler, and drew me to a Hedge, near to the 
place; then-came in another : They did not take

my money, but mounted me behind one of them; 
| drevy my arms about his middle; -and faſtned my 
wriſts together 'with ſomething that had. a Spring- 
ſock to 1t as I conceived, by hearing it give a ſna

over me, and carried me away: In the Night they 
alighted at_a Hay-rick which ſtood. near unto a 
Stone-pit by. a Wall fide, where they took away

I remained in the Ship (as near as I could reckon) 
about fix. weeks, in which time I was indifferent- 
ly Recovered of my Wounds and Weakneſs, Then 
the Maſter. of the Ship cawe and told me, (and 

the reſt who- were in the ſame Condition) that he 
diſcovered three. Turkiſh- Ships 3 -we all cffered 
to Fight in the defence of the Ship and ourſelves, 

but he commanded us to keep cloſe, and ſaid, be 
would deal: with them yell enough :_A little while 

after. he called us.up,. and when: we came on the 
Deck, we ſaw 2. Turkiſh Ships cloſe by us3 into 

one of them we were put, and placed in a. dark 

Hole, where, how long we continued before we 

were Landed, I know not: When we were Land- 

ed, they led us 2, days Journey, and put us into 

a great Houſe,. or Priſon,. where. we remained 4. 


days 
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and a half; and then cameto us efght men to 
view us, who ſeemed to be Officers; they called 
us, and examined us of our Trades and Callings, 
which every "Wc anſwered : One ſaid he was a 
Chyrurgion , another that he was a Broad-cloath- 
' Weaver, and I (after two or three demands ) ſaid 
I had ſome $kill in Phyfick : We three were ſet 
by, and taken by three of thoſe eight men that 
"came to view us : It was my chance to be choſen 
by a grave Phyſitian ef Eighty-ſeaven yearsof Age, 
- who lived near to Swirrg, who had formerly been 
-in Evglavd, and knew Crowland in Lincoln: ſhire, 
which he preferred before all other places in Exg- 
land: He employed me to keep his Still- houſe, and 
.gave me a Silver Bowl double gilt, to drink ins 
my buſineſs was moſt in that placez but once he 
'fet me to gather Cotton-Wool, which I not doing 
to his mind, he ſtruck me down tq the ground, 
and after drew his Steletto to Stab me; buc T 
holding up my hands to him, he gave a ſtamp, 
and turned from me, for which I render thanks to 
my Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, who ftaid his 
.hand , and preſerved me, I was there about a 
year and three quarters, and then my Maſter fell 
Sick on a Tharſday, and ſent for mez and calling 
me as he uſed, by the name of Zo/, told me he 
. ſhould dye, and bad me ſhift for my ſelf: He dy- 
-ed on Saturday following, and I preſently haſtened 
with . my Bowl to a Port almoſt a days Journey 
. diſtant, the way to which place I knew, havin 
:been_ twice. there imploy'd by my Maſter abour 
-the carriage of his Cotton-wool: When I came thi- 
ther, :1 addrefied my ſelf to two men who came

I enquired of them for an Engliſh wal they an- 
ſwered there was none; I intreate em to take- 
me into their Ship, they anſwered, they durſt 
not, for fear of being diſcover'd by the Searchers, .

their Goods, but alſo of their Lives : I was very 
importunare with them, but could not prevail; - 
they left me to wait on Providence, which at 
length brought another out of the ſame Ship,to whom 
I made known my condition, cravirg his Affiſtance 


. for my Tranſportation; he made me the like an- - 


fer as the former, and was as (tiff in his denyal, 
till the fight of my Bowl put him to a pauſe: He 
returned to the Ship, and after half an hours ſpace, . 
he cathe back again accompanied vyith' another 
Sea-man, and for my Bovvl undertook to Tranſ- - 
port me: but told me 7 muſt be contented to. lye 
down in the Keel, and endure much hardſhip, . 
vyhich 7 vvas content to do, to-gain my Liberty 3 
ſo they took me Aboard, and placed me belovy 
in the Veſſel in a very uncafie place, and obſcur'd”. 
me vvith boards-and other things, vyhere 7 lay un- 
diſcover'd,notvyichſtanding:the ſtri&t Search that was: 
made in the Veſſel, my tvvo Chap-men, vvho 
had my Bovvl, honeſtly furniſhed me vvith Vittuals: 
daily, until vve Arriv'd at Zi-bor in Portugal; .

leaned upon my Staff: over againſt me vvere four 
Gentle - menggiſcourſing together; after a yvhile 
one of them*Eame to - me, -and ſpake to me in a 
Language that 7 underſtood not: -7 told-bim. 7 yvas 
an Engliſh man, and underſtood not vvhat he ſpakez 


he anſvvered me in:plain Engliſh, that he under- 


ſtood me, and vvas himſelf Born near #:5bich in 
Lincola-ſhire; then 7 related to him my ſad con» 
dition, and he taking-Compaſlion on me, took me 
vvith him, - provided for me Lodging and Dyer, 
and by his Intereſt vvith a Maſter of a Ship, bound 
for Ezgland, procured my dry = and bringing 
me on Ship- board, he beſtovved Wine and Strong. 
vvaters on me, and at his return, gave me eight Sti- 
vers, and commended me to the Care of the Maſter of 
the Ship, vvho Landed me ſafe at Dover, from ywhence 
7 madeſhift to get to Loxdor, vvhere being furniſhed
